THE WADSWORTH SYSTEM. 
The experiment is to try what is 


known as the "Wadsworth" system 
of fire control. The board consisting

Whistler and Pratt, first met at Fort 
Pickens early in 1901 for the pur- 
pose of devising and perfecting some 
more effective system of accurately 
and quickly determining the range 
of an enemy's ship. As result of this 
meeting an entirely new and different 
system has been devised, which, if 
succesful, will cover the proprietors 
with glory. Since that time an army 
of skilled mechanics and engineers 
have been at work, and now the 
system is nearing completion and will 
be ready for its first test early in 
March. 


TJp to the present time two systems 


of locating and calculating the range 
of ships at sea have been in general 
use in all countries. These are 
known as the 
"depression" and 


horizontal" systems. 
The depres- 


sion system is operated by means of 
a 
properly 
constructed telescope, 


placed on a steel tower or hight, and 
the range is determined by the tip- 
ping of the instrument. This system 
is defective from the fact that in or- 
der to obtain any degree of accuracy 
it is necessary to see the water- line was last season, 
of the approaching ship,.and besides, 
it requires an elevation of ten feet 
for every 1,000 yards. 


PRACTICALLY OBSOLETE. 


The "horizontal" system is equally 


defective. It is operated by means 
of a long base line and an 
angle

mined by means of a plotting board 
Owing to the fact that numerous er 
rors may occur in calculating, an 
especially in time of war, this system 
is practically obsolete.

supreme court in an opinion handed 
down late yesterday afternoon sus- 
tains the Indiana Barrett law, thus 
removing all doubt of the validity of 
the Barrett law bonds. The case is 
that of Hannah Schaefer vs. Julius 
Worling, of- Huntington, Ind. The 
court says: "This case involves the 
validity of a statute of Indiana 
known as the Barrett law. We deem 
it sufficient to refer to the opinion in 
the case of Adams vs. the city of 
Shelbyville, in which the supreme 
court of Indiana closed an elaborate 
decision of the various provisions of 
the law in these words: 'We there- 
fore conclude that section 3, act of 
1889, must be construed as providing 
a rule of prima facie assessments in 
street and alley improvements which 
allotments by the city or town engi- 
neer under section 6 of said act ars 
subject to review and alteration by 
the common council and board of 
trustees under section 7 of said act 
of 1889 as amended upon the basis 
of actual special benefits received by 
the improvement and that under said 
section 7 the common council of a 
city or board of trustees of an incor- 
porated town has not only the power, 
but is its imperative duty to adjust 
the assessments for street and alley 
improvements, under said act to con- 
form to the actual special benefits ac- 
cruing to each of the abutting prop- 
erty owners.' " 


The supreme court points out that 


under what is known as the Indiana 
state tax law an appeal from the 
county board of review can be taken 
to the state tax board and that under 
the act of 1853 any person or corpor- 
ation may appear before a board of 
county commissioners and if he can 
prove he has been wrongly assessed 
he can recover the amount wrongful- 
ly paid. 


"If the company," says the court, 


"be right in its averment that the 
letters patent are properly exempted 
from taxation, then such property is 
wrongfully assessed within the stat- 
ute, and proceedings can be taken to 
recover back the taxes so paid upon 
complying with the provisions of the 
law of Indiana."

LACKED A QUORUM. 


There was no meeting of the com- 


mittee of the whole last evening for 
the reason that the attendance lacked 
just one member of a quorum, and 
the body could not take up the de- 
partmental reports and other busi- 
ness which had been mapped out.

and hot water heating plants from 
Councilman Hosey, who, with Coun- 
cilman Glenn and Councilman Gerd- 
ing, had just returned from a visit 
to the systems £Jt Lima and 
Van 


Wert, Ohio. Mr. Hosey says that at 
Van Wert the hot water system is. 
operated jointly 
with 
the electric 


lighting plant, and the rate charged 
is fifteen cents per foot of radiation. 
He found that the 
system 
works 


very satisfactorily and he was very 
much pleased with it. 
There is a 


double system of pipes, one for dis- 
charge from the station and leading 
into the buildings using the heat, 
and the other is a return pipe, which 
takes the water back to the station. 


• 
It leaves the pumps at about 200 de- 
grees and loses only about twenty 
degrees in its journey. 


At Lima only steam heat is used, 


and this, too, Mr. Hosey 
says, is 


very satisfactory 
and cheap. The 


steam is charged for by meter, the 
rate being forty cents per 1,000 
pounds of condensed 
water. Inas- 


much as the local contract has no 
meter rate there is no room for com- 
parison or contrast with Lima rates. 


Mr. Hosey says the most remote 


house from the pumping station has 
about 300 feet of radiation, with six 
registers, and is heated for from $47 
to §50 per annum. There is a cool^ 
ing and condensing pltmt in each 
building, and 
the condensation is 


measured by meter. The plant is 
controlled by the company that oper- 
ates the street cars and the electric
